But Guard the Forests, Argues Que- 
bec Forester Warmly 


Ellwood Wilson, forester of the 
Laurentide Paper Company, , Quebec 
Province, writes as follows: Imagine 
the manufacturer with’ his whole 
stock of raw material for his lifetime 
piled up in one storehouse. Would 
he have it insured?
